TEL AVIV, Israel — As anguished 
Israelis on Thursday buried their dead 
from the Tel Aviv bus bombing, 


’ authorities ordered sweeping arrests 


of suspected terrorists and sealed the 
autonomous Gaza Strip and occupied 
West Bank. 

Facing public demands for a crack- 
down on militants in the wake of 
Wednesday’s bombing, the govern- 
ment also ordered the demolition of 
the home of a Palestinian suspected in 
the suicide attack that killed 21 peo- 
ple. 

The fledgling self-rule government 
in Gaza deplored the decision to pre- 
vent Palestinians from going to work 
in Israel as collective punishment that 
could slow the peace process. 

“This is an attempt to make the 
Palestinian people kneel down,” said 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat. 

Speaking at a ceremony for fallen 
soldiers Thursday evening, Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin vowed Israel 
will outlive the Islamic fundamental- 
ists who seek its destruction. : 

“To those who are trying to harm us, 
the kidnappers and gunmen and 
bombers: Israeli soldiers and security 
forces will find you sooner or later, 
and your fate will be bitter,” Rabin 
said. 

The government authorized more 
money for Shin Bet, the internal secu- 
rity service, charging it with a con- 
certed effort to locate cells of the fun- 
damentalist Hamas movement, which 
claimed responsibility for the attacks. 

Israeli and Western human rights 


groups have accused Israeli security 
forces of torturing Palestinian prison- 
ers. Israel has denied the charges. 

Police Minister Moshe Shahal said 
the government also planned “an 
international campaign” to cut-off 
donations to Hamas from the United 
States, Britain, Iran and other coun- 
tries. Shahal said American charities 
for Hamas were centered in Chicago 
and Texas. 

Israeli officials conceded the fight 
against Hamas is a tough one, direct- 
ed at a small, compartmentalized, 
highly secretive organization whose 


“members are willing to die. 


“There are many of us young people 
from Izzedine al-Qassam ready. to 
carry out such actions,” said Salah 
Abdel-Rahim Hassan Assawi, who 
claimed in a videotape distributed 
Thursday by Hamas that he planned a 
suicide attack against Israelis. “We 
will continue such actions,” said 
Assawi, 21. 

Hamas hasn’t said explicitly ~ that 
Assawi was the bomber, but the tim- 
ing and context of the tape release 
made it clear the tape was referring to 
the Tel Aviv bombing, and Israeli 
authorities believe he did it. 

Assawi said his bombing attack 
would be revenge for the killing of-his

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Media barred from O.J’s jury selection 


LOS ANGELES — Overwhelmed by publicity so wide-ranging he’s gotten 


“news clippings from Tibet, O.J: Simpson’s judge barred the media Thursday 


from part of jury selection. 

Superior Court Judge Lance Ito closed the part of voir dire in which prospec- 
tivegurors will be asked whether they can still be impartial despite intensive 
Coverage of the case. Reporters will be allowed back in the courtroom 
Wednesday when prospective jurors are quizzed about other matters. 

Later, Ito sent a court spokeswoman to the media center to say he was misin- 
terpreted and planned to ban reporters only from that part of jury selection in 
which prospective jurors are questioned about their exposure to media coverage 
of the case. He cited concerns about their ability to be candid. 

He noted publicity was so widespread he had recently received a news clip- 
ping from Tibet. 

Attorneys for media organizations, including The Associated Press, were 
studying the ruling before deciding whether to file an appeal. 

Kelli Sager, a lawyer representing a number of news media organizations, 
said that closing the proceedings violates the First Amendment. 

Simpson is charged with murder in the June 12 knife killings of Ms. Simpson 
and her friend Ronald Goldman. 


Down syndrome detection possible earlier 


MONTREAL — A test for Down syndrome that can be done a full month 
earlier than the standard method of finding fetal abnormalities has proved safe 
in a Study of more than 150,000 women, researchers reported Thursday. 

Some research had suggested that the test, chorionic villus sampling, 
or CVS, could slightly increase the risk of birth defects. But the study found no 
evidence of that. 

Amniocentesis, the standard test, does not provide results until the 
14th to 16th week of pregnancy. CVS can help ease parents’ fears earlier; it 
provides results in the 10th week of pregnancy. 

The findings are important because demand for the test, which. is now 
available in many large research hospitals, is likely to grow as other advances 
in genetics increase its usefulness, said one of the study’s authors, Dr. Laird 
Jackson of Thomas Jefferson University in Philadelphia.

The city had repaired the Songsu.bridge.the day before and investigators 
rushed’ to the scene after the 7:30 a.m. collapse (4:30 p.m. EDT. Thursday) ‘to 
examine the quality of the work done, state-run KBS television said.

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Native Americans highlighted 
in new Church museum exhibit

President John Taylor’s life-saving 
pocket watch, the press that printed 
the first Book of Mormon and a full- 
scale replica of the compartment 
immigrants slept in on the journey 
from Europe can be’ seen at the 
Church History Museum in-Salt Lake 
City. 

“We try to bring (LDS) Church his- 
tory. to life” said Glen M. Leonard, 
the museum director. 

The museum is divided into several 
permanent and temporary exhibits. 
The main exhibit, “A Covenant 
Restored,” shows the main themes in 
the history of the LDS Church, 

The exhibit begins with early LDS 
Church artifacts, as well as the print- 
ing press and uncut pages from the 
first printing of The Book of 
Mormon. 

Other parts of the exhibit demon- 
strate what life was like in Ohio, 
Missouri and Illinois. It includes tools 
and architectural plans used on the 
Kirtland and Nauvoo temples. 

The exhibit explains the exodus 
from Nauvoo, the early settlement of 
Salt Lake City, the handcart compa- 
nies and the missionary work in 
Europe. 

Displays include a replica of a cov- 
ered wagon and a ship compartment 
that visitors can crawl into for’a first- 
hand feeling of the cramped condi- 
tions immigrants experienced. 

The museum gives visitors a “sense 
of the reality of Church history,” 
Leonard said. 


Rich heritage

But the history of; Fairfield-contin- 
ues today through its few residents, a 
museatm: and, park dedicated to pre- 
serviltg the history of Camp Floyd 
and the; archaeological digs of a BYU 
professor. 

Dalé=Berge, a BYU professor of 
anthra@pology, worked: with students 
and volunteers at the site of Camp 
Floydfor nine years during Spring 
and Seinmer Terms, excavating about 
10 ofsthe 200 buildings that once 
made;tp the camp. 

Excavators at the camp tried to sam- 
ple thé different.types of. buildings 
there, Berge said. Buildings excavated 
in thé»project included barracks for 
the 10th infantry, officers’ quarters, an 
ordinance shop, headquarters build- 
ings, s€ttlers” stores and trash areas. 

“We collected a lot of military items 
such as, insignias that go on hats, but- 
tons, shirts and blankets that were 
preserved because of the high water 
table,” Berge said. 

Much of the material excavated is 
on display at Fairfield’s state park 
museum, where visitors can see a 
stagecoach and a commissary. 

Ben White, who oversees the muse- 
um and park area in Fairfield, said the 
park will opensfor its 1995 season 
during the weekend of Easter 1995. 
Park times are I1:a.m. to 5 p.m., and 
charges for admission are $1.50 per 
person or $3 per car. 

White-said although the park is offi- 


cially closed, students interested in _ 


the area’s history can view some of 
the ‘Headstones and markers in the 
Camp Floyd cemetery.

While teaching at the University of 
Wisconsin, Barlow had the opportuni- 
ty to address the issue of adultery on a 
secular level. When a student asked 
him during a class discussion if he 
had committed adultery, Barlow said 
no. The student asked why not. 

In response, Barlow wrote a defini- 
tion of maturity on the board. 

“IT wrote on the board, ‘maturity is 
the ability to anticipate specific con- 
sequences of specific behaviors,” 
Barlow said. 

“T could have said:it’s a sin, it is 
against the commandments, or.I could 
have taught them the logical conse- 
quences of their actions.” 

He then listed four areas of conse- 
quences: physical, social, mental and 
spiritual. Physical consequences 
might be contracting a sexually- 
transmitted disease; social conse- 
quences might be feeling guilt. To 
illustrate.the spiritual consequences, 
Barlow quoted Proverbs 6:32, which 
condemns adultery: “He that doeth it 
destroyeth his own soul.” 

Barlow quoted the Janus Report on 
Sexual Behavior several times. 
According to the report, there have 
been two sexual revolutions. The first 
happened in the late ‘60s and extend- 
ed into the ‘70s. The second lasted 
from 1983 until 1993. 

The first involved mostly young 
people, but the second involved peo- 
ple of all ages participating in activi- 
ties once considered inappropriate.
